Nevertheless, after.a few. question up- 
on her part she agreed to give the 
suggestion a trial. Today she is liv- 
ing monument to the virtues of the 
banana. 4 

It is only ignorance which . keeps 
this marvelously nutritious fruit from 
being even more widely used than 
it is today. Bananas, besides forming 
a pleasant addition at dessert, are in- 
valuable as a\medicine. Weight for 
weight they beat beefsteak. In the 
countries where the fruit {s grown it 
forms the staple diet of the laborers. 
The banana is absolutely ‘pure, which 
fact, perhaps, in these days of jungle 
horrors and tuberculosis meat, will ap- 
peal more strongly than any other. 

Perhaps the most striking triumph 
of the banana has been achieved in 
California, which recognized as one 
of the fruit gardens of the world. 
The fruit does not grow there, so, 
considering that almost everf other 
kind does, it was thought scarcely 
worth while to introduce it. How- 
ever, during the “off” season some 
one made the experiment, when, to 
the amazement of all, “caught” imme- 
diately. Now trains loaded with noth- 
ing but bananas dre sent ‘from the 
ports on the eastern coast to Cali- 
fornia. Meat is bad for rheumatism; 
bananas are an antidote for that as 
well as for gout and liver complaints, 

Indeed, there is no other food, either 
animal or vegetable, even including 
the many valuable cereals, which sur- 
passes the banana. It is good alike 
for old and young, and is beneficial, 
both in sickness and in health. The 
exact meaning of the scientific name 
of the banana means “food of the 
wise man.”’—Cincinnati Inquirer,

KITCHENER A MATCH 


FOR WILY ORIENTALS 


Resourceful Linguist Spled Upon the 
Mahdi—His Methods and Thritl- 
ing Early Experlences 


Away in the éarly eighties Kitchen- 
er was engaged with-a surveying ex- 
pedition near the Dead Sea, when 
the alarming intelligence was brought 
by Arab runners of the total, massacre 
of Hicks Pasha’s army, a force num- 
bering nearly 10,000 men, by the fana- 
tics of the Mahdi. The natives were 
immediately thrown into a panic o 
consternation and excitement, while 
utter bewilderment ran riot in the 
minds of those at the head of Egyp- 
tian affairs. Communication with the 
beleaguered districts ‘was  well-nigh 
impossible, but evidence was not want- 
ing that the Mahdi’s army was an- 
nexing station after station on its vic- 
torious route. In the dilemma there 
was only one thing left to be.done, 
and that was to penetrate to the 
Mahdi’s camp and endeavor to dis- 
cover his plans, and the-possibility 
of his carrying them out with the 
forces at his disposal. It was an in- 
tensely dangerous scheme. Detection 
meant a death of the ‘most fiendish 
nature imaginable, preceded by those 
horrible atrocities, beloved of Oriental 
minds. 

Resource and Courage 


Major Kitchener, -already well 
known as a man of extraordinary re- 
sources and courage, volunteered for 
the hazardous mission. Every attempt 
to dissuade him from entering upon 
such a terrible dangerous undertaking 
was futNe, he was irrevocably deter- 
mined on going. Shortly afterwards 
an Arab date-seller might have been 
seen leaving Korti, apparently pur- 
suing his humble vocation in a quiet, 
businesslike manner. It was Herbort 
Kitchener, and for an extensive period 
he was to all intents and purposes 
completely lost to civilizaion. The 
stirring adventures, hairbreadth  es- 
capes, and the innumerable thrilling 
experiences which befell him during 
that terrible time are indelibly en- 
graved on the mind of that dauntless 
soldier. Repeatedly he was a target 
for. bands of prowling robbers (he was 
twice, at least, shot at by Bedouins), 
and not always did he escape with a 
whole skin. It is said that a number 
of years ago a bullet dropped from 
the back of his throat on to his plate, 
having been embedded there by the 
Remington of a cowardly Dervish. 

Many of Lord Kitchener’s early ad- 
ventures will never be known—he is 


not apt to talk of his own prowess, | 


and there are many reasons why it 
{8 not desirable that the method pur- 
sued by him so: successfully should 
become knowa to those whom he so 
cleverly, to use a popular expression, 
hoedwinked. But it need hardly be 
added that disguise in his case would 
have been useless had he not devoted 
weeks and months of patient study 
to acquiring the curious and compli- 
cated languages of the various tribes 
with whom he was to be brought in 
contact. While in Palestine he took 
the trouble to acquire a practical 
knowledge of the Turkish and Arabic 
languages, and with the exception of 
the celebrated Sir Richard Burton, 
probably no Briton has ever accom- 
plished more extraordinary feats in 
the way,of deceiving clever and astute 
Eastern potentates, ever on the look- 
out for foes in disguise. 
Spy Caught Spies 

Indeed, it is not. too much to say 
that to his extensive’ knowledge of 
the native habits and ways, and his 
ability to converse freely in almost 
any dialect spoken north of the White 
Nile, Lord Kitchener frequently owed 
his life. These qualities were never 
utilized to’ a better purpose than on 
that occasion when by a clever ruse 
he brought about the doom of a couple 
of.spies, It was a case of setting a 
spy to catch a spy, and Kitchener 
came out on top. The occasion was 
when Wotesley’s belated force was ad- 
vancing, up the Nile to the relief of 
General Gordon. The patrol, when go- 
ing their rounds, discovered two sus- 
pictously-looking characters prowling 
about, and immediately ran them inta 
the guard tegt. Yet another was cap- 
tured a few nrinutes afterwards, and 
he likewise, was unceremoniously 
bundled ,in beside his fellow-country- 
men.

BRITISH WAR BUDGET 


The war budget recently brought 
down in the Imperial House of Com- 


mons hy Chancellor McKenna, im- 
poses a 83 1-3 per cent. customs duty 
on motor cars, bicycles, picture films, 
clocks, matches, musical instruments, 
plate glass and hats; and increases 
the-duty on sugar from 44 cents to 
$2.24 per hundredweight; on tea, cof- 
fee, chicory, tobacco and dried fruits, 
20 per cent., and on patent medicines, 
100 per cent. 

How far this new procedure will 
undermine the British policy of Free 
Trade remains to be seen, but the 
opinion {s growing that British manu- 
factures will need a preference in 
their home market in order to meet 
the heavy taxes now being laid upon 
them and also to continue their ex- 
port trade after the war.

|CANADA'S. BLACK WATCH 


Battalions of Montreal Regiment Affill- 


ated With Historic Corps 
ys eye 

The’ 6th Regiment Royal Highland- 
ers of Canada, Montreal, has a special 
attraction for: Scotchmen bedause of 
its connection with the Black Watch 
(Royal Highlanders), the oldest regi- 
ment in the service, to which the King 
himself is Colonel-in-Chief, and which 
has hag a good deal to do with the 
history of Canada. The régiment was 
formed early in the 18th century by 
Highland chieftains who were .com- 
missioned to raise bodies of their 
clansmen to keep order. in their dif- 
ferent districts. Around the standard 
of these chieftains there gathered the 
strongest and bravest young men of 
the Highlands. 

About 1756 the regiment, then 
known as the 42nd landed in America, 
and from this date began its connec- 
tion with the making of our history. 
In various parts of the world this regi- 
ment won such glory for its courage 
and brilltant achievements that there 
was no difficulty in securing recruits 
for it-at any'time. In fact the Black 
‘Watch was held in such respect in 
the Highlands, and young men 80 
readily enlistéd into it, that recruiting 
parties of ‘other™ regiments in order 
to allure’ the Highland youths, fre- 
quently assumed the black tartan of 
the old Highland regiment, for which 
they affected to be recruiting. 

The old Highland regiment whose 
past was so glorious used:to consist 
of the 42nd and 78rd battalions, the 
former moving to Nova Scotia in 1783, 
where it remained until 1879. When 
the present conflict broke loose the 
bth R.H. of C. immediately sent out 
the 13th Battalion whose deeds of 
valor and chivalry at the front are, 
as we know, above description. It 
supplied 410 men and 7 officers to the 
24 Battalion, then they raised the 
42nd and 78rd Battalions which were 
among the finest bodies of men that 
left Canada. It will be seen therefore 
that there is a special significance for 
Canadians in the 42nd and 73rd Bat- 
tallons owing to their historical eon- 
nection and affiliation with the old 
Black Watch.
